Wabash Strikers in Court. 


Before Judge Treat in the Wabash 


matter at St. Itouia on Saturday, tho re- 
ceivers filed petitions and affidavits in 
support thereof, asking attachments to be 
issued for the ringleaders of the demon- 
strations now going on or in process of 
inception at the machine shops in Mo- 
berly and Randolph, Mo. The petitions 
allege that owing to the decreased busi- 
ness over the Wabaeb, lines the receiver?, 
in order to economize, have had to dis- 
charge a number ot men at the shops, and 
in consequence of this action a strike was 
anticipated, which caused the ^nanage- 
ment to shut down work altogether. This 
led to great discontent, and certain par- 
ties were inciting the unemployed work- 
men to proceed to acts ot violence and to 
prevent the employment of any new men 
or the operation of the road. Two of 
these are named, about whom it is alleged 
that on Jane 4th they entered the round 
house and drove and ordered the work- 
men there employed from their work. 
These two and another one are alleged to 
have approached an engineer and to have 
ordered and directed him to stop running 
his engine. Further, it is said, these, in 
company with a fourth, June 18 endea- 
vored to frighten end intimidate the ash- 
dnmpers at work upon the road. It was 
further understood that these men, who 
have been prominent members of the 
other strikes, are now at work fomenting 
discord, raising the men to riot, and 
threatening the destruction of property 
and the prevention of the operation of the 
road. The rond being in the hands of the 
court, this amounts to a contempt of that 
tribunal, and au attachment was prayed 
for in order that the leaders might be 
brought to St. Louis. Judge Treat, how- 
over, refused the attachment, saying it 
was not the custom of the court to con- 
demn men until they had an opportunity 
to be heard. Ho would and did iseue or- 
ders directed to the men named to appear 
before the court Wednesday next and 
show cause why they should not be pun 
ished for contempt.

FIRMING THE SOIL. 


Why It Should b« Pressed Down Upon AU 


Seed)!. 


The importance of pressing down the, 


soil that covers seed, especially small 
seed, is well understood by successful 
cultivators, but there are many success- 
ful cultivators who, if they realize tho 
importance1, too often put the seed into 
the ground and Joavo tho soil imme- 
diately above the seed altogether too 
lij^ht, so much so that small seed will fail 
to come up until after a good shower. 
While ifc is important to Lave tbesoil 
directly over the seed pressed firmly, it 
1s also important not to have the soil 
firmed between tho rows. In sowing 
small garden seeds, whatever is used to 
lirin the soil with should press only n 
few inches in width over tlio seed and 
shonld not be heavy enough to presa 
the soil moro than one or two inches 
deeper than the seed is planted; for to 
press the grownd four or live inches in 
depth is to destroy 
the, advantage 


gained by ploughing and cultivating 
the land; for this reason it is not good 
policy to press tho ground except ovti 
the rows where tho seed is planted. 
When small scetl is sown broadcast, if 
a heavy roller is run over the ground,

several hot dry days follow the sproul 
will dry up, urul tho s«>d is thus do- 
stroyi'd. but when an inch of tho top ol 
the soil is firmed :t will retain t h e 
moisture long enough for the >oed to 
sprout and send down roots into thfl 
moist sud below, and so before the 
surface becomes very dry tho roots will 
liavo penetrated the earth far enough 
to supply wlmt moisture the plant 
needs 


In (inning the soil it is important 


that the condition of the, land •.should 
be considered; some so l.s need tirmin" 
much more than others; a wet mo, si 
soil minis but verv littlo firming, be 
cause tho seed will readily tind moist- 
ure enough to sprout it, but a dry s-oii 
needs to be pressed harder because il 
loft light and IOOAC it dries much di rpei 
than wet land, and docs not so ivjulity 
press together except the work be dons 
soon :ilter a shower. 


This, like all ol the other operation! 


of tho farm, is one that must be gosT- 
crned by .surrounding conditions; th« 
hand that directs must bo moved bv 
intellijrcneo that has been obtained 
by practical experience.
